Chicago, Nov. SO.—The Cronin trial 
was resumed Friday morning, Juror North, 
Whose little child lay dead at home, not 
desiring that a recess be taken, as the J 
other jurors proposed.

Judge Longenecker, in continuance of . 
the rebuttal testimony, called Bernard F. j 
Carberry, who would testify regarding I 
Matt Danahy’s presence in his saloon the 
night of May 4, where Danahy had testi- - 
fled he saw Martin Burke from 6:30 to 9 | 
o'clock. 
This was a continuance of the ! 
Attack on Burke’s attempt to prove an 
alibL 
Carberry 
testified 
that he was in 
Danaby's saloon the evening of May 4 
from 6:30 until *(<'60 o’clock and ho swore 
positively that the proprietor of the place 
was not in the saloon during that time. 
This is a contradiction of the testimony 
of the saloonkeeper, who swore that ho 
was In his place at that time aud saw Mar­ 
tin Burke there. 
Cross-examination failed to shake the 
witness and the State rested their rebuttal 
temporarily, and Mr. Forrest began his 
surrebuttal testimony by calling M. J. 
Dwyer. 
Mr. Dwyer testified that he kept 
a saloon at 809 West Madison street. 
He 
identified John O’Malley, and said O’Mal­ 
ley was not in his saloon the night of 
May 4. 
This was a direct contradiction of the 
testimony given by Fred Swanson, the 
Swedish carriage driver, who swore that 
he took O’Malley and a man whom he did 
not know to a saloon at that number. 
On the cross-examination Judge Longe­ 
necker asked Dwyer how he fixed the 
date. 
“ I have never been out of the saloon any 
Saturday night since I opened it, and May 
4 was a Saturday night. 
O’Malley has 
never been in my saloon.*’ 
John Flemming was called by the de­ 
fense to contradict that part of Swanson’s 
testimony in which the carriage driver 
swore that William Coughlin, the saloon­ 
keeper, did not ride in his carriage with 
O'Malley May 4. 
Flemming testified that on the evening 
of May 4 ho was at the opening of his 
brother Walter’s saloon at 933 West Van 
Buren street, and about 9 o’clock a car­ 
riage drove up to the saloon and William 
Coughlin and John O’Malley alighted and 
entered the saloon. 
This was a very strong contradiction of 
Swanson’s testimony, and to make it 
Stronger Flemming said that by the time 
they were ready to start home the driver 
w a s' ’under the influence” as Flemming 
put it. 
Flemming then detailed the route 
the carriage took after leaving Coughlin’s 
saloon. 
This tallied very well with the 
account given by Swanson. 
Flemming 
Said he was not now a member of the 
Clan-na-Gael. 
Patrick Rouse, the bartender of W alter 
Flemming in the saloon, was called and 
testified that William Coughlin and John 
O’Malley and John Flemming were at the 
opening of the saloon May 4. 
He said 
that about l l o’clock the party went 
away. 
C. C. Bogan was called and testified 
that he was now and had been for nine 
yeses past a commercial traveler for 
Meyer 
Bros., 
a 
whisky 
firm 
of 
CincinnatL 
He 
had 
been 
some 
years ago a member of Camp 16 of the 
Clan-na-Gael. On the night of Flemming’s 
opening Mr, Rogan assisted them by act­ 
ing as barkeeper. 
He saw a carriage stop 
at the door of the saloon and soon after 
two men came in. 
I hey were introduced 
to witness as Coughlin and O’Malley. 
Coughlin and O'Malley were brought into 
the court room and the witness indentified 
them as the same men he met that night. 
Among the other witnesses brought in 
in corroboration were Martin Kennedy, 
manager of William Coughlin’s saloon, 
George Dickey, bartender at the same 
place, Matt Dickey and Hugh Gleason, 
M att Danahy's bartender. 
With these witnesses the defense rested. 
Counsel for the State asked to be al­ 
lowed to present more evidence that had 
just come to their knowledge and per­ 
mission was granted. 
C ronin’s K nives Found on C oughlin. 
W Officer Barney Flynn of the central de­ 
tail was then called to the witness stand. 
The witness said that he was present 
when Dan Coughlin was arrested on May 
25, and that he took him to the Harrison 
street station upon the order of Chief 
Hubbard. 
He searched him at the station 
in Capt. Bartram’s office. 
“ What have you got in your hand?’ 
queried the State's attorney. 
, “ A couple of pocket knives.” 
“ Where did you get them?” 
“ They were in Coughlin’s possession 
when I searched him at tho armory sta­ 
tion.’’ 
“ What did you do with the knives after 
Coughlin was placed in a cell?” 
“ I took them and locked them up in my 
box at headquarters.” 
“ When did you first call the attention 
of the State to the fact that you had these 
knive •?’? 
“ I told Capt. Schuettler about it last 
night.” 
The witness then said that on Sept. 16 
he was transferred from the central de­ 
tail, and that he took the knives and 
Coughlin’s revolver from the box and 
placed them for safe-keeping in the Fidel­ 
ity bank. 
Mr. Forrest moved to exclude the testi­ 
mony, but the court overruled the motion. 
T he Cro^K E xam in ation . 
“ Why didn’t you talk to the chief 
about taking these knives from 
Dan 
Coughlin?” 
“ Be ause I didn’t think it was of any 
Consequence. ’ ’ 
“How did you come to tell of it last 
night?’ ’ 
“ Last Monday or Tuesday night my 
wife was reading the newspapers, and she 
suggested thai; there might bo something 
in the knives.” 
“ The witness said that the reason he 
put them in the Fidelity bank was that 
he was held responsible for the property. 
T. T. Conklin then took the stand. Mr. 
Forrest objected to the tescimoney of the 
witnesses in advance and the court over­ 
ruled i t 
The State’s attorney handed the 
witness the knives and asked him if he 
recognized them. 
“They belonged to Dr. Cronin,” replied 
Mr. Conklin. 
“ The white handled one 
was a present from me to the doctor and I 
had earned it myself two years before I 
gave it to Dr. Cronin. 
The smaller one 
was one that I found about one and one- 
half years ago, and I gave it to the doc­ 
tor. 
I saw both of the knives in his pos­ 
session the week he was killed.” 
Cross-examination by Mr. Forrest: The 
witness said that he would not swear posi­ 
tively these were Dr. Cronin’s knives, but 
they resembled the ones carried by the 
doctor. 
Ho identified them from their 
general appearance. 
Mr. Forrest moved to exclude the testi­ 
mony on the ground of its remoteness. 
* ’That’s a matter of argument,” said 


the court. 
“ I overrule the motion. ” 
“ Exception.” 
The knives were then offered in 
donee by the State. 
R eb u ttal by th e State. 
Simon Olson, foreman at Siegersteen’s 
livery stable, was then called by the State. 
He was interrogated by Mr. Hynes. 
“ On the night of May 4, when Swanson 
drove across to Coughlin’s saloon, did he 
wear a livery!” 
“ No, sir.” 
The witness said that Swanson did not 
wear a livery until the 10th or 13th of 
May. 
The buttons on tho livery be wore 
after that date were cloth covered. 
TUev 


were not “bright and shindy, 
to by the defense’s witnesses. 
Fred Swanson, the driver, was the next 
witness. 
He stated emphatically that he 
did not wear a livery on the night of May 
4, for the simple reason that he did not 
have any to wear. 
It was not until the 
10th or thereabouts that the liveries were 
bought. 
He said that O’Malley did not 
take his hat or coat and put it ou that 
night. 
The witness only drank one glass 
of beer during the entire evening. 
“ .”s that the only livery coat you ever 
wore?” a^ked Mr. 
Hynes 
exhibiting a 
coat. 
“ Yes, sir.” 
“ When did you first wear a livery suit 
at Siegersteen’s?” 
“After I was out with that party May 


He said that he wore a cut-away coat on 
the night of May I. 
The State then closed its case. 
Speech M aking Ileu m . 
The witness chair 
was removed and 
State's Attorney Longenecker began his 
speech to the jury. 
Judge Longenecker announced that he 
would confine himself to the evidence, 
leaving his associates to make the argu­ 
ments and appeals. 
He then began to ex­ 
plain the alleged conspiracy, which he 
claimed originated in Camp 20 on Feb. 
8th, when Coughlin moved the appoint­ 
ment of a secret committee to investigate 
the matter of the report read in Dr. Cron­ 
in’s camp concerning the misuse of funds 
by the executive. 
‘ 
“ The records of Camp 20 show that all 
the prisoners but Kunze and Sullivan 
were at that meeting of Feb. 8,” con­ 
tinued the speaker. 
“ Boar iu mind that 
a man who is taken into a conspiracy at 
the last hour is just as deep in it as the 
first members of it. 
On the 8th day of 
February Martin Burke was appointed on 
a committee to pass upon the admittance 
to Camp 20 of Matt Danahy’s bartender. 
They were getting in their friends then. ” 
The State’s attorney then branched off 
onto the correspondence between Senior 
Guardian Beggs and Edward Spelman of 
Peoria, the district officer. 
Beggs wrote 
his first letter about Dr. Cronin on the 
16th of February- 
It was answered the 
next day, and Beggs wrote again on the 
18th. 
“ On the ICth of February Mr. Simonds 
appears and buys the furniture at Revell’s. 
He has it moved to the Clark street fiat. 
On the night of Feb. 22, at a meeting of 
Camp 20, Dan Coughli n tells Henry Owen 
O’Connor that he got it from good author­ 
ity that another Le Caron was in their 
midst, and that Dr. Cronin was the man.” 
At this juncture court adjourned.

T H E OLESON LYNCHING. 


A B oy U nder A rrest T ells th e Story of 
th e C rim e. 
A rc ad ia, Wis., Nov. 20.—All but four 
of the perpetrators of one of the most 
atrocious crimes committed in Wisconsin— 
the lynching of Hans Oleson— are likely to 
escape the punishment the crime merits, 
owing to the fact that the charge against 
the men under arrest is that of riot instead 
of murder. 
Christ Nelson, a boy under arrest, has 
made a confession. 
He says: 
Upon ar­ 
rival of the mob at the house of Oleson a 
detachment was sent into the house to 
bring Oleson out. 
A rope was then put 
around his neck, Oleson being in his night 
clothes and bare feet. 
He was made to 
stand on the frozen ground while the mob 
harangued him. 
He asked to be allowed 
to stand on the porch and have his clothes 
brought to him, 
which was done by his 
wife. 
Olson was asked by the mob if he would 
leave the country. 
His reply was that he 
did not know; that this was his home and 
he did not know what right they had to 
order him to leave it, and finally said he 
would not go. 
Then the rope was placed over the limb 
of a tree, twenty feet from the house, and 
Olson was pulled up. 
Upon letting him 
down he was asked again if he would leave 
the country. 
His reply was that he in­ 
tended to go to the pinery and work as 
his wife could finish his mits and socks. 
This did not satisfy the mob, and he was 
strung up the second time. 
When let 
down he was asked again if he would 
leave. 
His faint reply was “ Yes.” 
By this time he was helpless and they 
carried him into the house, putting him on 
the floor, where he lay praying and recit­ 
ing portions of the Bible. 
At this time 
there were only four of the lynchers in the 
house. 
Meantime the mob outside was taking a 
vote whether they should hang him for 
good. 
There were a few who voted no, 
but the majority sealed his fate and he 
was brought out and hung. 
This was 
abont 9 o’clock at night. 
He was left 
hanging until 2 p. rn. the next day, when 
the coroner took him down. 
The mob had elected one Dick Martin as 
their captain, and the knot in the rope 
was tied and adjusted by him.

W ashington, N ot. 30.—The Postmaster . 
General’s report has been given out for 
publication. 
It opens as follows: 
“To the P r e sid e n t: 
The first Post­ 
master General submitted his report to j 
President Washington IOO years ago. 
Its 
exact date was Dec. 9, 1789. 
I mention 
this as of interest in this centennial age. 
I have the honor to state that to tho Post­ 
master General of the United States is 
committed the management of the largest 
business concern in the world, consisting 
of a central establishment, with almost 
60,900 branches and employing ovor 150,- 
000 people. 
Its agents embrace one-half 
of the civil list. 
It maintains com­ 
munication 
between 
the 
near 
and 
the 
remote 
places 
of 
the 
country 
with frequency, celerity and 
security. 
The number aud value of its 
messages are such that the imagination 
can scarcely form a conception of them. 
The capital in use in carrying on this vast 
business was last year $1 to each man, 
woman and child in the United States; 
nevertheless, the postal service is not a 
money making enterprise. 
It is not in­ 
tended to be. 
Ifs a mistake to expect it 
to be self-sustaining until it is fully per­ 
fected. 
The postoffice is the visible form 
of the federal government to every com­ 
munity and to every citizen. 
Its hand is 
the only one that touches the local life, 
the social interests and business concerns 
of every neighborhood. 
It brings the 
government to every door in tho land 
and makes 
it the ready and faithful 
servitor 
of 
every 
interest 
of 
commerce 
and 
society. 
Tho 
people, from 
whom 
alone 
this all- 
pervading agoncy springs into action, and 
by whose encouragement alone it can sup­ 
ply their jealous needs, simply want the 
system administered with such efficiency 
and economy that it shall offer them more 
and more accommodations and tax them 
less aud less. 
The only method I can sug­ 
gest by which all their desires may be 
gratified is not merely to talK about the 
application of business principles to tie 
department 
It is really to apply them. 
It is not to work in poor quarters, it is 
not to transport mails afoot when they 
should go in railroad trains; it is not to 
tolerate disloyal or listless omployes if 
better ones can be had; it is not finally 
to keep unwillingly abreast of the times; 
it is always to lead the times. 
“ Ancient regulations and time-honored 
customs require the Postmaster General to 
make numberless signatures each day to 
Touchers, journals and papers that could 
as well fall into ether hands. 
He must 
receive delegations of the people who havo 
claims of all sorts to present, must make 
appointments to office and removals, must 
establish offices and hear 
suggestions. 
The Senators and members of the House 
must represent their constituents at the 
Postoffice department and have the Post­ 
master General’s best attention consider­ 
ing the 2,600 presidential cases. 
Com­ 
plaints of irregularity at the various post- 
offices, and demands for enlarged service 
come to the ear of the Postmaster General. 
The various department heads must refer 
many subjects and be in frequent consul­ 
tation on the dally work of the office. 
Thoro is but little time to originate plans, 
to study the means of developing the sys­ 
tem, or to improve the service. 
The Post­ 
master General is continually in the deep 
drudgery of each day’s recurring duties, 
and with but little opportunity to attend 
to anything beyond the routine work. ’ ’ 
Mr. Wanamaker says his chief recom­ 
mendation is the creation of the office of 
fourth assistant postmaster-general. 
He 
says what is needed first is a fourth assist­ 
ant postmaster-general to be in direct 
charge of the great division eof the railway 
mail, the foreign mail, the money order 
office, the registry and supplies divisions, 
and the dead 
letter office. 
Congress 
should create this new place and the best 
educated postal man in the service at the 
Postoffice Department, or in any of the 
59,000 postoffices should be found and made 
general manager. 
Mr. Wanamaker wants a new depart­ 
ment building and a new building for 
work in the city postoffice. 
He discusses 
the telegraph question at length, and says: 
“ I respectfully ask that such legislation 
be enacted as is necessary to empower the 
postmaster general to enter into contract 
with responsible parties for a term not ex­ 
ceeding five years on conditions favorable 
to the government for the purpose of es 
tablishing a limited post and telegraph 
service,” 
The report favors pensions or retire­ 
ment allowances for old employes of the 
department. 
On the question of Sunday 
mails it says: “ This subject shall continue 
to receive my thoughtful consideration, 
and I shall make use of all proper means 
tending toward the minimizing of post­ 
office work upon Sunday, because I be 
lieve that the government should, as far 
as possible, make no requirements which 
will prohibit its employes from enjoying a 
day of rest.” 
One cent postage, the report says, is an 
easy possibility of the near future and 
must come as a matter of course. 
The Postmaster General states that the 
increase in the number of postoffices since 
1880 is 15,999, and that during the same 
period the length of the routes has in 
creased 72,159 miles, the gross revenue 
$22,85,611 and that the number of stamps 
issued for the last year was 1,085.980,840. 
The total expenditure to foreign steam­ 
ships during the last fiscal year was $396,- 
582.57, the amount paid to American 
steamships $109,824.14. 
The aggregate 
amount of the money orders issued in the 
United States for payment in Europe large­ 
ly exceed the aggregate amount of money 
orders issued in those countries for pay 
ment here. 
The amount issued for pay­ 
ment in the United Kingdom was $5,117,- 
159, and the amount issued there for 
payment here 
was only $860,065. 
If 
letters and arguments ana articles in the 
newspapers presented at the department 
are evidence of Interest there is a growing 
sentiment in favor of the government 
offering through th* postoffice a depository 
for savings. The deficiency in the revenue 
for the fiscal year Is $6,330,183; gross 
receipts, $56,191,090. 
W an am ak er’s T hird A ssistan t. 
Third Assistant Postmaster-General Ha­ 
zen, in his report for the fiscal year, shows 
that the revenues were $56,148,014, the 
expenditures out of appropriations $61,- 
876,847, and liabilities at the close $1,- 
121,331. 
The deficiency to be supplied out 
of the general treasury to meet the ex­ 
penditures of the year is estimated at $6,- 
350,1?3. 
In addition to the amounts pay­ 
able out of appropriations there was certified 
to the treasury for transportation of mails 
on the Pacific railroads, $1,253,673. 
The 
amount is credited on the bjoks to the 
companies for government aid in the con­ 
struction 
of 
their lines. 
This item, 
added to the expenditures and liabilities 
on account- of the appropriation by Con­ 
gress, would make the total cost of the 
service for the year $63,751,871, or $7, 
608,856 In excess of the revenue. The 
te venue exceeded that of the previous 
year by $3,452,848, and the increase of 
expenditures and liabilities was $5,892,463.

The shippers of 
corn headed by Boyden & Co. and Norton 
Worthington, quietly engineered a squeeze 
in November corn which caught the old 
gentleman along witn a host of smaller 
victims. 
Eastern markets have favored 
the corn shippers all the season. 
This has 
been the case to such an extent that the 
purchases here by the shipping interest 
have vastly exceeded the stocks in store. 
All 
of 
the 
corn 
thus 
purchased 
has 
been 
sold 
in 
tho New 
York 
and other eastern markets, 
and the 
shippers are now calling on the sellers 
deliver their property. 
The receivin 
firms who sold the corn against actual 
grain en route for this market have not 
been able to deliver the property, as only 
a small proportion of it grades “con­ 
tract” on arrival. 
Tho speculators who 
sold short on the general example set by 
the receiving firms are in a bad way. 
They have not got the corn and their only 
way of getting it is to go into the pit and 
bid for it. 
This they did Friday morning 
and 
ran 
the 
price 
up 
from 
34’c 
to 
43£c 
during 
the 
first 
hour of the session. 
There are those who 
believe the deal is Hutchinson’s and that 
tho shipping firms are simply being used 
by him as a blind. 
The crowd would very 
much like to believe that the “old man” 
was being spanked for his tactics in the 
September wheat deal, but there is every 
probability that they will be disappointed.

TUE STATE 
TREASURER AND 
TDE STATE FUNDS. 


The democratic press cf the state is 
making au tlTort fo create a prejudice 
against Governor Hoard because some of 
the funds of the state ere deposited in 
Milwaukee and Chicago banks for safe 
keeping. 
It 
is 
a 
matter of fact 
that the governor of 
the state has 
nothing to do with the deposits of the 
slate funds. He cannot dit oat the treas­ 
urer to keep all the funds of the state in 
the vaults at Madison. It would be an 
outrage against the state if he saould at­ 
tempt to do po, for the very important 
reason that the eafety cf the funds de­ 
mands that they shall be kept where 
they shall be the most secure. 
la 1871), Governor Smith, in his an­ 
nual message said: 
“ The provision of 
sections 157 and 159 of the revised statu­ 
tes concerning the place of ke eping the 
state funds, are not in harmony, and it 
is difficult to determine the real purpose 
or the law. 
In practice, it is found con­ 
venient, end by many it is considered 
less hi zardcue, to keep a portion of the 
funds on deposits in banks. If it should 
be considered that such practice is con­ 
trary to the intent of the law, I think it is 
due to the tieaeurer and to all concern­ 
ed, that such intent should he more de­ 
finitely expressed.” 
The legislature did nothing in regard 
loathe matter—treating the important 
recommendation with peifect silence; 
and from that time to this, the question 
of state deposits has passed out of notice. 
The idea that the treasurer loans the 
state funds to the banks, is a great injus­ 
tice to that official, for he does no 
such a thing. 
He deposits a portion of 
the money m reliable banks where it 
can be kept with far less risk than in one 
vault at Madison. 
And in this he is do­ 
ing what wisdom dictates is the best for 
the state. If the people of Wisconsin 
want any other arrangements made with 
regard to the keeping of the state fonds, 
they must see to it that the legislature 
by an enactment provide such arrange­ 
ments. 
Under the present law, the 
treasurer cannot do ether (vise than he la 
doiDg, and discharge his duty well. 
It would bo folly for the legislature to 
provide that all the fuuds>hall be kept 
in the vaults in the treasurer’s ’office. It 
is no place to keep a million or two c 
dollars in cash. Public sentiment would 
condemn it beciuse it would be too haz­ 
ardous. 
Tho only way to do if any­ 
thing should be done at all, is to adopt 
the system which Minnesota has been 
wise enough to adopt—making thioe 
state officers a commission to decide in 
what banks the state fonds shall bo kept, 
and then rn ako the banks responsible, 
aud 
not 
the 
treasurer, 
for 
the 
mfe keeping of the money, and all inter­ 
est therefor to be covered into the state 
treasury. The United Slates government 
makes deposits in various national banks 
in this way, although it does not demand 
interest, and adopts the system for the 
convenience it alTords in paying claim8 
against the government. 
S3o if there is any dissatisfaction with 
the present method of handling the state 
funds, it can be soon remedied after the 
text legislature meets. 
Let it provide 
where the money shall be deposited; lei 
tho state assume all risk attached to suck 
deposits; and then if any interest should 
be allowed for the deposits, let it go in­ 
to the treasury.

near the coast in the Golf and Atlantic 
states. Airer the cold spell in the first 
half of the month it will moderate and 
then tarn cold again. By cold weather 
it is intended to say that it will be cold 
and raw for that month, not cold winter 
weather. 
In commenting on that prediction .the 
Gazette at the time saggested that “what 
Professor Blake guesses will be the 
'savf 
uK o to pose, but the 
chances against a correct guess are too 
great to make the guess of any special 
benefit to farmers or any one else. 
The 
time never was when weather predic­ 
tions proved of any value to agriculture 
or shipping, and the reason is very plain 
—there are seasons when all signs fail. 
As an illustration, mark the November 
weather. 
Professor Blake may guess 
correctly for once, but the chances are 
teat he won't.” 
Well, Professor Blake did not guess 
well. November, 1839, has been one of 
thd mildest known for years.

_ The late S. S. Cox lamented some­ 
times that he had a reputation for be­ 
ing a “funny man.” 
It interfered 
With his effectiveness when he wanted 
to be particularly earnest and impres­ 
sive. 
It annoyed him such occasions 
to realize that his auditors were wait­ 
ing, mouths stretched, for the expected 
joke, when he was endeavoring to 
speak in all seriousness upon the sub­ 
ject that he had much at heart. 
But 
this has been the penalty all humorists 
have paid in public life. 
Tom Corwin, 
Of Ohio, Senator and Minister to Mexi­ 
co, was the funniest stump speaker this 
country ever produced, but he regretted 
in his late years that he had ever been 
a funny man. 
He advised young men 
with political ambitions to suppress 
humorous tendencies in speech-making, 
and Garfield has said to have profited 
by the advice, for in early life he had 
displayed that tendency. 
‘ The world 
builds no monuments for funny men,” 
Corwin used to say mournfully. 
“If 
you would succeed be solemn—solemn as 
an ass."1 
Senator Morton of Indiana, 
the war Governor, as he was called 
during the fratricidal struggle, scarcely 
cracked a joke during his later years, 
though he had quite a reputation for 
wit as a young man. 
One of the earli­ 
est speeches he made after becoming 
a politican was in Terre Haute, Ind., 
and it was irrisistibly funny from end 
to end, and the people laughed * ‘con­ 
sumedly.” But Morton saw that that 
wouldn’t do. 
He argued that a poli­ 
tician who goes into wit as a general 
thing must expect to sacrifice every­ 
thing else for it. 
He will gain little 
reputation as a sound man. 
Ho will 
never get very high in honors. 
Peo­ 
ple will say that he is 
a good 
“ stumper,” 
but his judgment will 
be a thing of suspicion. 
People will 
dislike to trust him. 
They will not 
deem the author of witty sayings capa­ 
ble 
of 
originating 
large, 
solid 
measures. 
So Morton dropped funny 
speech-making, but he won his next 
audience by the matchless power of his 
oratory. 
And yet had there been, no 
“Sunset” 
Cox in our public ljfe, 
the American forum would have been 
tho loser.

London university is as yet the only one in 
England which grants the full degree 
nominally to women, but the examinations 
aire of a far more difficult character than 
those of other universities, and involve 
far more general training in a wider range 
of subjects. 
The women in Kansas are far ahead of 
those of all the other States of the Union 
in progress. 
They put prohibition in the 
constitution, they have full 
municipal 
and school ballot, co-education in its State 
university, and the number of women 
preachers, doctors, and lawyers is larger 
th#" in any other Stata 
The assistant 
attorney-general is a woman, and women 
Ire fanners, 
bankera, 
county 
school 
superintendents, 
editors, printers, and 
merchants. 
Women serve on the school 
boards in every county, and there are 
women treasurers of school boards, super­ 
intendents of schools, registers of deeds, 
and at Cottonwood Falls tbe police justice 
is a woman. 
The Woman’s National Industrial league 
of Washington, D. C., has sent out a cir­ 
cular to women throughout the United 
States, asking them to join in a memorial 
to Congress for an appropriation to erect 
a monument to Queen Isabella of Spain in 
Washington. 
Cardinal Gibbons is to be 
asked by the league to use his influence 
with Catholic women to show their appre­ 
ciation of the generosity and sacrifice of 
of the great and good Catholic Queen by 
acting in concert with the league.
